Sailors Killed. 


Fire Reached 
Ship’s Magazine 


Many Sailors Go to Death 
Obeying Orders of 
Officers. 


Toulon,. France, Sept. 25—Vire 
broke out early this morning in tne 
ammunition hold cf the battleship 
Liberte, counted one of the finest ves- 
sels of the French navy, and explo- 
sions which followed wrecked the 
great ship and killed more than half 
of the crew of 793 officers and men 
The fire was discovered at 5 o'clock. 
At first it did not appear to be seri- 
ous, but gained great advantage over 
the squad of sailors sent to extinguish 
it, and suddenly, without warning, it 
reached the magazines, which nad 
not been flooded cn account of ithe 
apparently trifling nature of the blaze, 
The force of the explosion was terrific. 
They shook the vessel fore and aft, 
each one seemingly stronger than that 
preceding, cpening up great flesures 
in the armor and framework of the 
vessel 

Deaths Excced Three Hundred 

The vessel immediately became 4 
mass of flame and smoke and soon, ul- 
most demolished by the terrific deton- 
ations, sank to the bottcm of Toulon 
harbor. 

At an early hour, the official esti- 
mates of the number of dead ran as 
high as 500, The estimates by naval 
men varied widely, but there was no 
doubt that the loss of life was more 
than 300. Sccres of seamen died in 
their berths. A few dozen saved 
themselves by jumping overboard. 
Many of those injured leaped into :he 
water and were drowned before boats 
from other ships could reach them. 

Two Hundred on Shore Leave. 

Two hundred of the crew escaped 
death owing to the fact that they 
were ashore on leave. The carnage 
in the explosions was worse than could 
haye ever occurred in an actual naval 
engagement. The first cfash came 
when the crew was for the mcst part 
dispersed in the various sections of 
the vessel. They were without warn- 
ing of their danger. Scores of bodies

Entire New York Market Was Con- 
vulsed and Required Sapport From 
Powerful Interests to Check — the 
Movement and Bring Calm,

New York, Sept. 24.—The collapse 
of the securities of the United Statey 
Steel was the cegetrai event of a ture 
bulent week in the stock market. 
Enormous liquidation in the et mmén 
shares culminated Mriday in an out. 
pouring of the @tocks such as has not 
been witnessed for a decide. ‘The en- 
tire market was conulsed and it re- 
quired extensive suppoit irom pow 
erful interests to check the moveme nt 
and restore a condition of compara- 
tive calm. The problem of relations 
between the government and corpora- 
tion was the paramount factor, In- 
dustrial conditions and foreign finan- 
clal and politicial affairs retained a 
supplementary influence 

The extent of the sellings of Steel 
common, and the declines in the 
price of the stock and in the sinking 
fund second mortgage bonds indicat- 
ed that the opinidn had been arrived 
at by powerful interests in the com- 
pany which prompted them to rid 
themselves of the security . A dis- 
turbing feature of the situation which 
seemed to alarm investors In steel se- 
curity was the impossibility of deter- 
mining the exact cause of the upg 
heaval, In general, it was the belief 
that the dissolution of the steel cor- 
poration was impending. Widely cir- 
culated reports that the corporation 
had taken voluntary steps toward that 
end, to avoid a dissolution suit by the 
government had been made to the de- 
partment of justice. 

The exhaustive investigation which 
the departmemt had been making of 
the affairs of the Steel corporation 
seemed to give point to the belief that 
it was not to take action by the gov- 
ernment for violation of the Anti- 
Trust law. President Taft's speech 
at Detroit, dwelling upon the effect 
of the trust decisions of the supreme 
court nn insuring competitive condi- 
tions, seemed to United States Steel 
stock holders to ‘be another intimida- 
tion of the purpose of the govern 
ment. The admission of the Interna- 
tional Harvester that it was preparing 
to dissolve, and the institution of new 
suits against minor industrial com- 
bnations served only to increase the 
uneasiness to which the possibility of 
dissolution. give rise, n vew of the 
enormous obstacles n the way of such 
action. 

Conditions in. the steel trade etill 
were discouraging. The plain intima- 
tion was received from responsible 
quarters that @ reduction of wages 
probably would be necessary. Some 
products appeared the lowest point of 


decade, but despite the concessions 
offered, new business was of much 
smaller volume.

Serious Damage 
Towns—Disturbance 


Have Come From Volcano’ in 
Southern Part of Tunguragua 
Province, 

Guayaquil, Ecuador, Sept. 24.— 


our heavy earthquakes early today 
did serious damage at Rio Bamfa ..he 
capital of Chimborazo province, which 


lies 85 miles from Guayaquil, The 
shocks continued throughoat the day, 
but with diminishing intensity, The 


first shock which occurred very carly 
in the morning, created a great panic 
among the people. Many buildings 
were badly shaken and several of 
them collapsed, The occupants of 
most of the houses fled to the streets, 
where they have since remaMed. 

At Guaranda, capital of Holivar 
prowince, 25 miles from Rio Bamfa, 
the shocks were heavy The walls 
of a number of residences caved in. 
The seismic disturbances are attrib- 
uted to the Tunguragua voleano— in 
the southern part of the province of 
that name, 

Kio Bama is situated at an eleva- 
tion of more than 9,000 feet. The 
present town dates from 1797, when 
the ancient town of Rio Bamfa, the 
site of which is about three miles 
distant, was destroyed by an earth- 
quake. The population js estimated 
at 106,000.

Terrible Accident to Happy 
Party Returning From.. 
Wedding. 


Neenham, Wis, Sept, 24-—Sixteen 
deaths probably will be the result of a 
mile-a-minute Chicago and = North- 
western passenger train at Neenah, 
crashing into a party o thirty-one 
young people loaded on a hay rack 
today. A big billboara along the 
railway track obstructed the view 
from the locomotive as well as from 
the wagon, Ben and fog did the 
rest. 

Twelve persons on the hay rack 
were killed instantly, one has died 
since and six of the cight others are 
believed to be fatally hurt. Nine of 
the thirty-cne people on the wagon 
escaped without a scratch and so did 


both horses, Nobody on the train 
suffered except from the jar. 
The conision occurred at 3,40 


o'clock this mesning on the Commer- 
cial street crossing here. Train No, 
121, north bound, whirled through the 
wagon load of peop'e at a 45 degree 
angle. This peculiarity was owing to 
the fact that the highway crcesing is 
a diagonal, 

The victims were returning from the 
Peter Hanson farm, where they ‘ad 
gone to attend the celebration of a 
wedding anniversary. All but two 
who were from Chicago, were resi- 
dents of Menasha. Armiess, legless, 
and headless bodies the right 
of way as the train of nine coaches 
was brought to a stop 300 feet from 
the scene of the accident. Several ef 
the bodies were mutilated so badly 
that identification was pcasible ony 
by fragments of clothing. Six bodies 
of the victims were discovered on the 
engine pilot where they lay until te- 
moved by the train crew and passeng- 
ers. Two others of the persons killed 
were hurled threugh a flagman’s shan- 
ty with such force as to overturn the 
little structure, One of these was Miss 
Finn, who was projected through one 
of the side walls of the house and was 
still alive when removed, She died 
a few hours later. Another of the 
victims killed was thrown high over 
a barn fifty feet from the right of way. 

Marvellous Escape. 

Ameng the occupants of the hay 
rack who escaped were Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Brizinski and child of two 
years. They were seated in the fromt 
half of the rack ,the mother holding 
the child In ner lap. About half way 
back in the wagon sat Mary Schwartz- 
bauer, The latter was hurled about 
fifty feet and rendered unconscions, 
When found by rescuers, the Brizinski 
child was in her arms having escaped 
unscratched. The parentse of th 
child were injured only slightly, 

Peter Hanson; driver and owner 
the horses attached to the ill-fated 
rig, managed to hang to the reins and 
was the only person on the rack who 
was not temporarily stunned by the 
collisicm, He declares he made every 
effort to look in both directions along 
the track, but did not observe the 9n- 
rushing train until his team nad 
reached the traek He whipped up 
the horses, but managed to get the 
wagem only half way across, 

The train, it is said by the passeng- 
ers, was nearly half an hour late, The 
fact that that engine stopped on she 
second corner from the intersection 
where the collision occurred, a dis- 
tance of more than eight hundred feet, 
is the evidence that the speed was 
great. It is raid, however, that the 
rails were slippery frem the rain and 
made the stopping of the train dil- 
cult,

NEW WORLD’S RECORDS MADE 
AT MONTREAL ATHLETIC MEET 


McGrath of 1.A.A.C. _ Smashes Canadian and World’s 
Records in Weight Throwing—Yankees. Win Most 
of the Prizes—Westerncrs Show Class—Howard of 


Winnipeg Beat Bobby Kerr in Hundred Yards.

Montreal, Sept. 23—The Irish-Amer. 
ican athletes from New York were 
the big winners at the Canadian track 
and field championships held at the 
M. A. A. A. grounds today. Represen- 
tatives of that club carried off eight 
firsts, three seconds and a third, scor- 
ing a total of thirty-one points, giv- 
ing them a large lead over the other 
contenders. 

The Boston men also did well, two 
firsts, a second and six’ thirds going 
to that city. The track was in fine 
shape and the weather good; on the 
whole, the performances were not ex- 
ceptionally brilliant, and in the middle 
and long distances the times were 
slow considering the reputations of 
the runners. 


Matt McGrath was the only heeds 


breaker of the day, establisi:. ¢ a rew 
Canadian record when he tuvew the 
sixteen pound hammers i82 feet 4 
inches, not far short of the world's 
mark, and qa new world's record when 
he tossed the sixteen pound weight 
40 feet 3 inches, 

Montreal athletes were +not much in 
evidence. In the pole vault however, 
Pill Halpenny carried off first place, 
vaulting 12 feet 2 inches, He went; 
after the Canadian record, but al- 
though he got over the bar on the 
third attempt, the number card on his 
back displaced it as he was coming 
siown and the jump was not allowed.
